Thar# Mutilated doldiara of Italy Art 
Housed and Taught Soma Meant 
Of Self-Support. 


The wag has turned the palace of 
the Bourbon kings of Naples into a 
home for mutilated soldiers. 
Around 
the exquisite marble table where the 
guests of the "Rol Sol ell" of Naples 
dined In the garden on hot «qptraer 
nights—the ladle* in powdered head 
dreas and panier skirts, the men with 
lace at their sleeve» and embroidered 
coats—today are gathered the plrtable 
fragmenta of humanity that war has 
left In Its wake. 
There are neither 
candle# qor massive stiver, neither 
sweetmeat! por rare wines. The Ital­ 
ian government allows 10 (‘exits per 
day for their lodging and mainten­ 
ance. and food la high In Naples. 
The marble table on warm days in 
the gardens Is the recreation center of 
the mutilated, lu their worn and fadfed 
uniforma. ‘Before each Is an oblong 
cardboard placard, some of whoa# 
spaces are numbered. One of the men 
(he must he one of those who have 
Joat a leg. for the one-armed cannot 
do the trick) shakes a basket bottle 
and turns out a numbered counter. 
In the sing-song Neapolitan dialect, he 
cries the number. 
The one whose 
placard bears It, cover* the space 
with • bit of glass. 
Whoever covers 
all his spaces first wins a cent from 
each of the others, 
Those who have no hands at «H 
have grown wondrous)? skillful at flip­ 
ping thefr bits of glass onto the. 
placard by means of a bent pin stuck 
in the empty sleeve. 
This is recreation. 
There are also 
hours of work. 
Once 
sumptuous 
chambers of the royal palace have 
been turned Into schoolrooms, In the 
month that the hospital has been run­ 
ning. 
In one, those who 
wish are 
tuught tailoring, in another shoemak- 
Ing—the legless naturally, for onp 
must have two hands to make shoes 
and clothes. 
Those who have lost 
an arm are taught telegraphy or type­ 
writing. But many of the latter must 
begin 
farther back than that, and 
learn 
to read and write 
first. For 
reading and writing in southern Italy 
are not common accomplishments, 
h o 
there Is a schoolroom—a primary 
schoolroom, where jthe alphabet and

Hew Beloit Received Its Name. 
The significance of the name 'of a 
city is commonly ndt diflicult to dis­ 
cover. 
Beloit, Wis., than which no 
city has a pleasanter name, affords 
the rare example of a city name manu­ 
factured to order, and having no 
linguistic or other significance. J Ac­ 
cording to the recollections of one of 
the founders of the town, which have 
recently been presented to the Wis­ 
consin Historical society, the first set­ 
tler in 1836 named the place “New Al­ 
bany.” A few months later a meeting 
of the settlers was held to select a 
better name for the future city. Sev­ 
eral having been proposed and reject­ 
ed, it was finally agreed “to place the 
alphabet in a but and see if we could 
not get a combination of letters that 
would five us a name that would be 
a new one.” 
While engaged In this, 
one of the settlers trying to sound a 
French, word "meaning 
“handsome 
ground” uttered the sound^bellotte “ 
Another settler immediately modified 
this to “Beloit,” which was considered 
“like Detroit in sound and pretty and 
original.” So the newly coined name 
we* adopted» and by it “New Albany" 
has ever since beeu known.—Wiscon­ 
sin H xam rv H lllietr;.
